On a wretched, blustery afternoon about 10 days ago, with nothing 
better to do than tend the thermostat and harvest ideas, we wrote our 
young cartoonist, Susy McHugh, suggesting that she take her sketch pad 
to Aqueduct, where she could capture the full flavor of racing in the 
winter.

No Gaggle, No Skulk, No Pride 


Ever since Pat O’Brien made ,that ref- 
erence to a gaggle of jockeys in The 
Blood-Horse a few years ago we've been 
worrying about it. Now it becomes clear 
that we should undertake positive action 
in the matter. 


The collective nouns of the English 
language have received an unusual amount 
of attention since Pat appropriated one 
of them to what the purists would insist 
was an incorrect usage. though it seemed 
proper enough at the time. We have been 
instructed in such terminology as a skulk 
of foxes. a pride of lions. a cete of bad- 
gers. a rout of wolves. a huske of hares. 
an exaltation of larks. and so on. Some- 
one even has invented a story about an 
essay of trollops—and so on. 


In the November 15 issue of the New 
York Times there was a piece entitled A 
Gaggle of Gargoyles. It brought a letter 
from Miss Alison Smith: “. . . As a 
devoted amateur of collective nouns. | 
object to the use of ‘gaggle’ for any 
creatures other than geese. The beauty of 
collective nouns is that they cannot be 
transposed at will. On the other hand. 
there is not. to the best of my knowledge. 
any collective covering this particular sit- 
uation. Might [| suggest one: a grimace 
of gargoyles?”

Jor 


Language is always changing, as the 
college boys inform their instructors 
whenever they are reprimanded for im- 
proper use of it, and it is unlikely that the 
collective nouns we have suggested will be 
current a hundred years from now, when 
the population of the world will be so 
dense that nearly every race course will 
have become a residential section. 

There is. however, an urgent need for 
some collective nouns of our own, to be 
used in the few decades before our sport- 
ing interests will be limited, perforce, to 
a grunt of wrestlers, at the most. Our 
readers. if they have any enthusiasm for 
collective nouns. will have their own sug- 
gestions—pent-up suggestions, probably, 
since no significant contribution to the 
argot of racing has been made since spit 
box. 

Winding up where we began, jockeys 
present a genuine problem, and we will 
welcome any scholarly help in this area. 
Jockeys appear in such varied aspects that 
it is difficult to setthke upon a_ single 
noun. Striding into the paddock they are 
a mosaic of jockeys. or perhaps a strut. 
In action, they may be a wrap, or a quirt. 
or a whap. or a clout. Or even a goggle: 
the geese people ought not to mind that.

Banner Season 


Racing in New York enjoyed a record 
year in 1959. When the 214-day season 
ended at Aqueduct on November 30, all 
previous records were surpassed for attend- 
ance, pari-mutuel wagering, purses paid 
by the track. and revenue to the state. 


According to the Associated Press. a 
total of 5,025,793 attended Belmont Park. 
Jamaica, Saratoga, and Aqueduct, and 
wagered $478.948.445. The New York 
Racing Association paid $11.854.125 in 
purses, not including horsemen’s contribu- 
tions, and the state’s estimated revenue 
was $51,000,000. In comparison, the 210- 
day racing season in 1958 resulted in an 
attendance of 4.732.655. wagering of 
$415.571.574, purses of $9.964.535. and 
state revenue of $44.548.368. 


The increases in attendance and handle 
were attributable chiefly to the success of 
the new Aqueduct. The track’s totals for 
its inaugural 66-day meeting (one day 
was cancelled because of the unsafe con- 
dition of the frozen track) were: attend- 
ance, 1.848.314. and wagering. $178.095.- 
629. 


Dead 


A New York Times writer last week 
reported that “mayor Wagner’s plan to 
legalize off-track betting on horse races 
in New York City is dead.” 
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Last stakes of the New York racing season was the one-mile Queens County Handicap, won by W. Arnold Hanger’s 4- 
year-old Whitley, winner by 1'2 lengths over Rick City and Promised Land. The gelding earlier had won the Excelsior. 


In a straightforward analysis of the 
political mood in Albany, Warren Waver 
Jr. wrote that there was “not the slightest 
chance that the program could win the 
approval of Governor Rockefeller and the 
1960 legislature.” 


Stacked against Wagner’s second an- 
nual plea that metropolitan New York be 
allowed to legalize off-track betting was 
the governor’s political ambitions and his 
family’s “traditional background in the 
relatively restrictive moral standards of 
the Baptist Church,” and a predominantly 
Republic legislature controlled by up- 
state members who hold legalized book- 
making in high repugnance. 


Weaver thought it was questionable that 
mayor Wagner himself was keen on legal- 
ized off-track betting. 
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“The widely held opinion here is that 
the mayor has used the scheme as a sort 
of continuing excuse for the difficulty in 
finding other solutions for New York City’s 
financial plight.” Weaver wrote in the 
Times of November 27. 

He quoted an unnamed Republican lead- 
er: “If we ever gave [Wagner] that bill 
he would be the most scared man in the 
state. New York city couldn’t operate a 
legalized bookmaking system, and_ he 
knows it. The city can’t even police itself 
as it is. 


Plans for New Track 


Officials of the Finger Lakes Racing 
Association last week announced that the 
New York State Racing Commission had 
approved preliminary plans for a new 
race course to be built near Canandaigua 
in the town of Farmington, Ontario 
County. 

President of the Finger Lakes Associa- 
tion, Cyrus P. Jullien, president of the Old 
Aqueduct, said that ground would be 
broken in the early spring and that con- 
struction of the track was expected to be 
completed in time for an inaugural meet- 
ing in the spring of 1961. 

Walter Froehlich, architect of the new 
Aqueduct. designed the new course, which 
calls for a one-mile track (minimum re- 
quirement under New York law), a grand- 
stand-club house with a seating capacity 
of 4,000, and 41 barns for approximately 
840 horses. 

Luke H. O’Brien has been engaged to 
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serve as general manager of the new 
track. Formerly associated with the Metro- 
politan Jockey Club, which operated Ja- 
maica, had been employed by the New 
York Racing Association until ill health 
forced his resignation early in 1957. 


Langley's Replacement 


Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller last week 
appointed Joseph A. Gimma, 52, a general 
partner in the Wall Street brokerage firm 
of Hornblower and Weeks, Inc., to the 
New York State Racing Commission to 
fill the unexpired term of William C. 
Langley. who resigned on October 16. 

Gimma, a Republican and husband of 
Metropolitan Opera soprano Licia Alban- 
ese, is a member of the Turf and Field 
Club and of the United Hunts Racing 
Association, but has never owned racing 
or breeding stock. He has been actively en- 
gaged in various religious. civic. and 
musical activities, and has served as a 
governor of the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 


CALIFORNIA 
The Silver Meeting 


Los ANGELEs. Santa Anita Park opened 
on Christmas Day in 1934. The Dionne 
quintuplets lacked 3 days of being 7 
months old, War Admiral roamed Fara- 
way Farm as a weanling, his Triple Crown 
triumphs more than 2 years away, Lawrin. 
the first Kentucky Derby winner trained 
by Ben A. Jones, still had not seen the 
light of day. 

In the opinion of many, it was not an 
auspicious year in which to resume racing 
in California, following a 25-year lapse. 
This was the year, for example, that Harry 
Hopkins announced that 4.700.000 families 
were on relief in the United States. and 
few other families were not beset with 
depression-generated problems. 

But the late Dr. Charles Strub thought 
otherwise and backed his confidence to 
the hilt. Santa Anita today is positive proof 
that he was right. 

Although Dr. Strub died in March, 1958. 
his influence is still seen and felt every- 
where. Under his management. there never 
was time for complacency. Growth was 
the thing. 

There are new faces in management 
today—and some familiar faces in new 
posts with greater responsibilities. 

Gwynn Wilson, long-time vice president 
and general manager, succeeded Dr. Strub 
as executive vice president. 

Robert Strub, son of the track’s founder. 
has been elevated from assistant general 
manager to vice president of the Turf 
Club. 

On September 1, 1959, Fred H. Ryan. 
vice president and general manager of 
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Tanforan since 1947, resigned those posts 
to become general manager of Santa Anita 
Park. Ryan has served 3 years as presi- 
dent of the Federation of California Racing 
Associations. Prior to his affiliation with 
Tanforan, he was the first secretary of 
the New Jersey State Racing Commission 
and previously had been employed for 5 
years in the New Jersey State Department 
of Finance. 

Ray M. Rogers was advanced to the 
position of assistant general manager. He 
came to the track 4 years ago as plant and 


track superintendent, and a year ago he 
was named assistant to Wilson, then gen- 
eral manager. 

A graduate in civil engineering from 
the University of Kansas, Rogers was 
with the Army Corps of Engineers during 
World War II, concluding his service as a 
lieutenant colonel. He was city engineer 
at Ventura, Calif., then for 3 years held 
the same post in Arcadia before joining 
Santa Anita in 1955. 

William Quiggle, who first worked at 
Santa Anita in 1935 as an employee of 
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private contractor Joe Combs, later plant 
and track superintendent, was moved up to 
plant and track supervisor. 


Recent additions to the board of direc- 
tors include Waller Taylor II, partner in 
the Los Angeles legal firm of Adams. 
Duque, and Hazeltine. and John Jewett 
Garland, one of 3 U. S. members of the 
International Olympic Committee and pres- 
ident of the Southern California Commit- 
tee for the Olympic Games. He is a son 
of the late William May Garland. who 
brought the 1932 Olympic Games to Los 
Angeles. 


Robert Justus Kleberg Jr.. creator 
of the Santa Gertrudis breed of cattle. 
a leading contributor to the develop- 
ment of the modern Quarter Horse. and 
founder of a successful venture in 
Thoroughbred breeding and racing. was 
guest of honor at a dinner given No- 
vember 29 in Chicago’s Stock Yard Inn. 
where a portrait of the distinguished 
Texan was unveiled and presented to 
the club. 

Kleberg’s success with race horses 
was attributed by J. A. Estes. editor of 
The Blood-Horse, to his long experience 
and extraordinary insight in making 
judgments of individual animals. Roy 
Parks, of Midland. Texas. recounted

The plant itself is undergoing annual 
improvement. The main track’s 13.7 acres 
of surface. including the 2 chutes, re- 
ceived 2.500 tons of new top soil. the first 
edded since the track was rebuilt in 1949, 
The addition. exactly the same soil as was 
added 10 years ago. provided an inch layer 
over the whole track. 

Other things besides the racing plant's 
appearance have changed in the last quar- 
ter of a century. For instance. when Santa 
Anita opened in 1934 the total investment. 
land included. was $1.000.000. This year’s 
improvements alone will cost $650.000. 


the development of the King Ranch 
type of Quarter Horse from the de- 
scendants of Old Sorrel. R. W. Briggs. 
of San Antonio, eulogized Kleberg for 
creating the only breed of cattle origin- 
ated in the United States, for his ex- 
tensive research in pasture grasses. and 
for sharing the fruit of his labor with 
the rest of the world. 

Claude McCan. of Victoria. Texas. 
presented the portrait. and David Rei- 
mers. in accepting the picture on be- 
half of the Saddle and Sirloin Club. an- 
nounced that it would be hung beside 
the painting of Robert J. Kleberg Sr. 
in the club rooms. 
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While they are extensive, chiefly bene- 
fitting the $2 bettor in the grandstand 
area, the improvement program empha- 
sizes the rising costs with which all tracks 
must contend. 

The major construction, now getting its 
finishing touches, is a 180-foot. 4-level 
projection of the grandstand 40 feet 
into the west paddock. The more than 
30.000 square feet of additional space was 
designed as a beautification project as 
well as to include better facilities for gen- 
eral admission patrons. 

At ground level is a covered loggia and 
landscaped lounging area. On the levels 
of the grandstand’s main floor and mez- 
zanine are enlarged circulation space. bet- 
ting facilities. rest rooms. and concessions. 
Added width to the floors will permit un- 
broken circulation of spectators for the 
entire length of the grandstand, almost a 
quarter of a mile. During rainy spells this 
will be a real boon for race-goers. 

A new coffee shop-kitchen was built on 
the intermediate level of the brick addi- 
tion. which is painted Santa Anita blue. 
Besides being able to accommodate about 
a third more customers than the old coffee 
shop. the new facilities include an en- 
closed dining terrace with restaurant serv- 
ice at tables. the first time this has been 
available in the grandstand area. Picture 
windows of heat-retarding glass overlook 
the paddock and appointments. In general. 
comfort is comparable to facilities in the 
club house. 

The main and mezzanine floors in the 
center portion of the grandstand have been 
remodeled and redecorated. 

In the Turf Club, a new escalator, the 
plant’s fourth, will operate between the 
main lounge and dining terraces. 

For the benefit of special parties. the 
Terrace Room was built this year. Some 
50 persons can be accommodated here, 
with betting facilities provided within the 
room. On Saturdays and_ holidays, the 
Terrace Room will operate as an extension 
of the Turf Club. 

The view of racing. especially at the 
finish, got a careful scrutiny too. The 
placing judges will operate from the room 
which formerly housed the photo-finish 
equipment. now moved to a_ higher 
elevation. The 3 stewards will use the 
hydraulically lifted stand on the inside rail 
at the finish. Thus an unobstructed view 
is provided from any angle. 

The winner's circle was enlarged. and 
the floral infield, with its pools and palm 
trees, was given some new touches. Even 
the traffic flow got careful attention; 
there will be a change in exit gates and a 
new format for dispersal points. 

The quality of horses which will com- 
pete has all management wreathed in 
smiles. and the horsemen. as usual, will 
have plenty to run for. There will be 4 
races for $100.000 each in added money; 
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7 for $50,000 each, 10 for $25,000, 8 for 
$20,000, and 3 for $15,000. In addition to 
the regular stakes scheduled, overnight 
events will be offered with purses of 
$10,000 to $15,000 on days when no stakes 
are run,

Days of Decision 


Miami. It was a day of decision for Bill 
Stephens, but the slim, mild-mannered 
trainer was outwardly calm. 

“This is our last chance to bring the 
horse back,” he said. “If he doesn’t come 
out his race sound today, he’s going right 
to the farm for stud duty.” 

He crossed fingers on both hands. “All 
I can do is hope for the best . . . he sure 
seems all right. He worked five-eighths in 
59 and 3, and he did it grandly.” 

Bill approached the horse’s stall. 

“Clembo,” he said, “get back in there.” 

The horse did not budge, but Bill man- 
aged to push him back and moved into the 
stall with him. Here was Clem, Mrs. 
Adele F. Rand’s dead-game little cham- 
pion which last year outran Round Table 
3 times—once, in the Woodward, at level 
weights. Clem always has been a good 
horse, but never has been a lucky one. 

He broke a bone in his foot at 3; went 
to the well twice too often at 4, and this 
year almost injured himself permanently. 

Stephens admitted Clem never should 
have run in the 1958 Washington, D. C.., 
International, which he lost about 16 
lengths. 

“He was completely worn down that 
day, he shouldn’t have run. But Mrs. 
Rand is a wonderful sportswoman. She'd 
given her word to run Clem in the race. 
and she wouldn’t back down. 

“What it amounted to was bad _ horse- 
manship and good sportsmanship.” 

Clem. by *Shannon II—Impulsive, by 
Supremus, was given a 3-month rest after 
the International and was brought back 
to the races last January 29 in Hialeah’s 
Palm Beach Handicap. Stephens had him 
fit and ready, and Clem came from far 
back to win decisively. 

His next assignment was to be the 
McLennan—but he never made it. 

“He hurt himself 2 days before the Me- 
Lennan.” Bill said. “He worked in :49 
and the next thing I knew he'd pulled a 
ligament in his left back leg. 

“He’s a rough little horse in the morning 
—bucks and foo!s all the time on his way 
to and from the track. What must have 
happened is that he came down wrong 
on that back leg. : 

“It was about as tough an injury as you 
can get. Last spring in New York the 
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vets told me it was 50-1 he’d never race 
again. I guess we're pretty lucky to come 
back this far.” 

Clem was away from the races from 
January 29 to November 4, when Stephens 
ran him against *Ole Fols at Aqueduct. 
Clem ran an even race, finishing fifth. 

“I was very pleased that he came back 
sound,” Bill said. “That was the important 
thing. You don’t kill a good horse like this 
first time out after 10 months. He’s bound 
to need a couple of races. 

“He looks awful good right now. This 
race today is a stepping stone—I hope— 
for the big races ahead of him. 

“If he comes out of this one all right 
I plan to run him right back in the Coral 
Gables Handicap (December 12). then the 
Orange Bowl (January 2), and the Trop- 
ical (January 15). He’s the kind of horse 


came right back with him on the 24th. 
I don’t like to run horses that close, but 
he was big and dumb. like I said, and | 
was trying to gear him for the Garden 
State. 

“T think hell improve a whole lot as a 
3-year-old. *Princequillos always develop 
slow. 


“He'll tell us when he’s ready. | may 
run him at Hialeah. or Gulfstream might 
get him. It’s strictly up to him.” 

Bourbon Prince closed well to be fourth 
in the Garden State. after having won a 
prep race over T, V. Lark by 7 lengths the 
previous Saturday. He finished third, beat- 
en a half-length and a neck, in the World’s 
Playground Stakes. and was third in the 
Hopeful Stakes. 

Another star in Stephens’ barn is the

that does well with a lot of racing. If he 
just stands up.” 

Clem will be 6 years old on January 1. 
and he is still a little horse. 

“A ‘big little horse’ is what I’ve always 
called him.” Bill said. “He’s widened out 
quite a bit over the years—well made hind 
quarters and a good chest and lung space.” 

Stephens turned away from Clem for a 
moment and walked over to the stall con- 
taining Bourbon Prince, a huge. well 
muscled 2-year-old bay colt by *Prince- 
quillo—Lyceum. by Bull Lea. 

“lve got awfully high hopes for this 
one.” Bill said. “He needs time. He’s a 
little on the dumb side. He’s held his 
weight real well for a colt who’s raced as 
hard as he did this year. 

“T ran him in a sprint October 21 and 


6-vear-old *St. Amour II. but his days are 
numbered. 

A good, useful horse which has won 
close to $200,000, *St. Amour IJ will be 
retired to stud after Tropical ends_ its 
meeting January 15. 

He closed a world of ground to finish 
third in the second division of the Hurri- 
cane Handicap at Tropical. and the next 
Saturday he was to run in the City of 
Miami Handicap. Two years ago he won 
the Tropical Handicap and, if he stayed 
sound, would get another shot at that 
stakes before being retired. 

“He’s sounder than he was last year, 
but he’s not very young any more. He’s 
been an unsound little horse but he really 
loves that Tropical racing strip. 

“He never beat the really top horses. 
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but he got a lot of his money running sec- 
ond and third to them.” 


The Tests 


Clem’s race on Tuesday afternoon was 
disappointing to those who backed him 
down to 4-5, but Stephens and_ rider 
Johnny Sellers were not too unhappy with 
his fourth-place finish, 61% lengths behind 
Melpet, Jr. 

“He stepped off fine.” Stephens said 
after a long, hard look at Clem’s left hind 
leg. “He seems to have come back all 
right. That’s what means most right now.” 

Sellers thought Clem had tired. 

“It’s been a month between races.” he 
said. “I’d have to say he went all right. 
Didn’t take a bad step, and the track was 
pretty slick in spots. Seemed pretty sound. 
Don’t discard him off this race. You'll 
be hearing from him.” 

On Saturday, in the City of Miami Hand- 
icap, *St. Amour II ran a typical. heart- 
breaking race. Hopelessly outdistanced 
down the backstretch in the mile-and-70- 
yard stakes, he started to move at the 
quarter-pole, and ran down everything 
except *Petare. 

*Petare, which had won the Royal Palm 
Handicap last January at Hialeah in a 
startling upset, broke the track record as 
he won by 2 lengths. His time was 1:39+45; 
the old standard was 1:4025 set by Span- 
gled Game in 1944.

Questions Cancellation 


The Illinois Racing Board last week 
reported that it would investigate the 
“propriety” of Sportsman’s Park’s decision 
to cancel the last day of its fall meeting 
November 14 because of the frozen condi- 
tion of the track. The board’s ruling: 


“It has come to the attention of the 
Illinois Racing Board that the propriety of 
the cancellation of the final day’s racing 
at Sportsman’s Park on November 14. 
1959, is not free from doubt. The board. 
therefore, directs that this matter be 
placed on the agenda for hearing prior to 
the commencement of the 1960 racing sea- 
son and notice of said hearing be given to 
track management and to the jockeys in- 
volved.” 

Sportsman’s was one of 4 tracks in the 
East and Middle West which lost racing 
days due to bad weather last month. 
Churchill Downs in Louisville and Aque- 
duct in New York were closed on No- 
vember 18, and Waterford Park in West 
Virginia closed for 2 days. November 
18-19. 

The decision to close Sportsman’s, made 
after a noon-day conference between 
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management and riders. was endorsed by 
Ralph W. Choisser. steward representing 
the racing board. 


McLennan Resigns 


Charles J. McLennan last week an- 
nounced that he had resigned as racing 
secretary at Arlington and Washington 
Parks. He gave no reason for his decision. 

McLennan is racing secretary also at 
Pimlico. Laurel. and Hialeah Park. 


MARYLAND 
Strike Threatened 


The Maryland division of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion. meeting at Pimlico on December 2. 
voted to authorize a strike against Bowie. 
At issue was $70.000 withheld from 1959 
purses as a “cushion” against a decline in 
pari-mutuel handle because of bad 
weather. 

Said George G. Rosenberger. division 
president: “This is not truly a_ serious 
thing in dollars and cents. .No one 
can properly predict the mutuel handle 
at Bowie in February and March because 
of the weather. and for that reason we ap- 
prove of a cushion of some $25.000 to 
$30.000. But we do not approve of them 
holding $70.000 of our money.” 

The use of a strike in order to obtain 
retroactive payment of “all or part” of the 
$70.000 was approved by 281 of 304 horse- 
men attending the meeting. 


The horsemen also went on record as 
demanding renewal of a contract whereby 
they received 48 per cent of the track’s 
“processed 7 per cent take.” 


Asked for comment on the horsemen’s 
action. Donald C. Lillis. president of 
Bowie. agreed that $70.000 was too much 
to hold back. “But Bowie cannot adjust as 
quckly as most tracks because of the con- 
stant threat of bad weather. Three snowy 
Saturdays can ruin otherwise un- 
usually good meeting. Insisting that the 
$70.000 be distributed now rather than 
added to next year’s purses is contrary to 
the contract and what we have done for 
5 years.” 
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INCORRECT REMINDERS 


Too late for correction on the Re- 
minders page. Joe Coleman telephoned 
from Toronto to call attention to errors 
under the heading of payments due. The 
1960 Queen’s Plate has $50.000 added. 
instead of $25.000. The Woodbine races on 
which payments are due December 15 are 
restricted to horses foaled in Canada. but 
not to horses owned in Canada.

Yankees at Newmarket 


“Those Englishmen were tougher than 
ever.” said an American buyer who had 
been in competition for broodmares at the 
Newmarket sales last week. “When any- 
thing good came into the ring. they either 
bought it or they made you pay every shill- 
ing it was worth—and then some.” 

In 5 days of selling, at the rate of 
more than 10 hours a day, the Tattersall 
firm disposed of 929 Thoroughbreds for 
a record total of 1.546.825 guineas. average 
1.665 guineas (about $4,985). It is not 
ordinarily possible to obtain a full list of 
horses bought for importation. but. thanks 
mainly to the news-gathering aid of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company’s H. S. Finney and 
his son John. 53 North American pur- 
chases could be accounted for. The outlay 
for these were 217.570 guineas. average 
4.105 guineas. or $12,069. 

Biggest American buyers was the Gal- 
vin Stud. for which the Irish Overseas 
Agency bought 3 weanlings and 2 mares 
for a total of 47,300 guineas. The mares 
included the Prince of Wales’s Stakes win- 
ner Three Weeks, and one of the wean- 
lings was a daughter of *Tudor Minstrel 
and the Guineas and Oaks winner Musi- 
dora. 

Among the 5 weanling colts bought by 
Kerr and Company for the account of Fred 
Turner Jr. was a son of Ribot and the 
good race mare Monarchia; the price was 
21.000 guineas ($61.740). a record for a 
weanling sold by auction in England. 

Pat O'Neill. representing former Sec- 
retary of the Treasury George M. Hum- 
phrey. was underbidder on the One 
Thousand Guineas winner Zabara. which 
went to Robin McAlpine for 29,000 
guineas. (“Il was determined that Zabara 
should remain in England.” said the 
buyer.) O'Neill then set his sights on Mrs. 
J. A. Dewar’s 5-year-old Fresh Air, daugh- 
ter of the Newmarket Oaks winner Re- 
freshed. and got her for 25,000 guineas 
($73.500). The mare. a winner and placed 
in several good races. was carrying her 
second foal, by Persian Gulf. The bid- 
ding was done by the Anglo-Irish Agency. 
which also represented Louis Wolfson’s 
Harborview Farm, Robert Cudahy. and 
Mr. and Mrs. John W. Galbreath. of Darby 
Dan Farm. 

Olin Gentry, Darby Dan manager, on 
returning to his office at Lexington after 
a stormy passage, said that the 3 mares 
bought for Mr. and Mrs. Galbreath would 
be left in Europe and sent to the court 
of Ribot in 1960. (Next year, after the 
breeding season, Ribot will be brought to 
Kentucky to stand at Darby Dan for a 
5-year period.) 

The Curragh Bloodstock Agency bought 
5 mares and a weanling for Edward Wort-

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Grayson Foundation Report 


A bulletin outlining the aims of the 
GRAYSON FOUNDATION was distributed last 
week. The report outlined 4 areas of pro- 
posed research and entered a_ plea for 
further assistance from 
full text follows. 


horsemen. The 


The key to a purpose and a plan for 
equine research is the financial support 
of all those with an interest in the horse 
and its welfare. This is addressed to you 
as one who has such an interest to solicit 
your support. It is an analysis of the 
situation as we find it. a plan of research 
with the purpose of being of service to 
the horse industry in this country. 

When Grayson Foundation was founded 
in 1940 its purpose was to support basic 
research in the equine field. After the 
war. when the initial grants were made 
in 1946, this policy was followed. It was 
impertant at this time to stimulate work 
in equines in the changing order of the 
day. Since the war Grayson Foundation 
has been the only organization interested 
solely in equine research and it has suc- 
ceeded in keeping work going in this field. 

During this period the changes in all 


research have been tremendous, and in 
animal research the emphasis shifted to 
other species, leaving the horse in a minor 
position. However, in the past five years, 
the horse has made a comeback in im- 
portance as shown by a large increase in 
their numbers admitted to veterinary 
clinics all over the country. As this in- 
crease is made up of ponies, riding horses 
and race horses, Thoroughbred, Standard- 
bred and Quarter Horses, it reflects the 
growing importance of the horse in the 
recreational life of the country. Research- 
wise, a void has been created and is most 
apparent in the applied research and clin- 
ical field. 

With this background it is necessary to 
reevaluate the equine research field and 
Grayson Foundation’s position. Basic re- 
search is essential for any long-term gains 
and must be continued. but it is also 
costly, remote to the practical horseman 
and appeals to too few to gain the neces- 
sary financial support. It is our purpose 
to outline a plan, within our present 
resources, to meet the situation as it ex- 
ists and to point out areas that should be 
considered when funds become available. 

Last spring a questionnaire was sent to 
members of the Equine Practitioners Asso-

ciation, asking them to indicate the im- 
portance of areas of research in their 
practice. A complete report on this sur- 
vey will be found elsewhere in this bull- 
etin. Realizing that changes will occur in 
these needs and the thoughts of others in 
the horse industry must be incorporated. 
this survey was analyzed and used as a 
starting point of a plan with a purpose. 

The following four areas of research 
appear to be the most important: 

1. Unsoundness of joint. tendon and 

bone. 

2. Nutrition. 

3. Diseases, particularly influenza, vir- 
us abortion and _ parasites. 

4. Breeding problems, particularly 
ovulation and estrus cycle in mares 
and the semen of stallions. 

In the disease area, the project at the 
University of Kentucky based on the virus 
work has been expanded to include para- 
sites and it is planned to develop this into 
a center for the study of infectious dis- 
eases, 

A start has been made on the unsound- 
ness problem by asking the veterinary 
clinics for limited pathological studies in 
this field. From this we hope to obtain

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information of use now and to develop 
areas of research within our means for 
the future. 

The study of general nutrition is an 
expensive one, almost without an end. 
Therefore. we will limit our work to nu- 
tritional studies as they apply to other 
problems. such as unsoundness at this time. 
and breeding problems at a later date. 

Any extensive work in breeding prob- 
lems must be put off, not only for finan- 
cial reasons. but also until we can develop 
a useful and workable plan. To date sev- 
eral small grants have been made in this 
area without success. We need to be sure 
of our approach before we enter this 
field. 

In our contacts with the veterinary 
schools and other institutions working on 
animal research, there is an increasing 
interest in equine problems. This is ham- 
pered by a lack of funds for the work. 
holding facilities for horses and because 
of these. personnel interested in pursuing 
research in the horse. A relatively small 
amount of money, with continuity from 
year to year. at certain institutions, could 
go a long way toward promoting this 
work. 

In the meantime. Grayson Foundation 
will do all it can to encourage work by 
others in special fields and to disseminate 


information which will be of value to the 
industry. 

Financial support is the necessary ingre- 
dient to accomplish our aims. In the past 
we have received generous support from 
a few individuals and organizations, but 
this has not been on a continuing basis. 
We need a larger number of individuals 
and organizations contributing smaller 
amounts each year. This will broaden our 
base and give stability to long range plan- 
ning. The amount of money that can be 
spent can be as high as you want. It is 
essential here to increase our grants, 
taking care to spend wisely and where it 
is most needed, until we can attain our 
goal as measured in terms of accomplish- 
ments. For the past three years. our budget 
has averaged $46,277.26. A minimum 
figure of $100.000 of assured income would 
furnish a solid base of operation which 
could give us results in the near future 
and over the long term as well. If this is 
increased to $250.000. we can move along 
just that much faster. 

Research of any kind can be expensive 
and time consuming. Grayson Founda- 
tion intends to pursue their aims with 
diligence, basing this program on_ the 
needs of the industry, within its financial 
resources. Your continuous support is 
necessary to give the research program 
the continuity needed to be successful.

Among the older horses, the 4-year-old 
filly Gunfire, which had run well in the 
2 preceding seasons, was the best perform- 
er, although she ran only 4 times. In her 
first start she scored an easy victory over 
males in the Metropolitan Handicap, and 
she later was a good second to Irish Lad 
in the Brooklyn Handicap. Irish Lad, a 
3-year-old colt by *Candlemas—Arrow- 
grass. had a very successful season for 
the Westbury Stable of Herman Duryea 
and Harry Payne Whitney. 

Other 4-year-olds of note included Gold- 
smith. which showed a brief return to his 
2-year-old form when he beat Africander 
in the Equality Stakes; Blackstock (Han- 
over—Mannie Himyar). which won the 
Excelsior Handicap and 3 other races; and 
Leonora Loring (Dr. MacBride—Hoyden). 
winner of the Flight Stakes. 

During the early years of the century 
Whitney was occupied with race track man- 
agement as well as with his stable and 
stud. He was instrumental in the formation 
of the Saratoga Association for the Im- 
provement of the Breed of Horses, which 
bought the upstate track from Gottfried 
Walbaum in 1901. Saratoga, a leading 
racing center since its rise at the time of 
the Civil War, had fallen to a low estate 
under Walbaum. who was interested more 
in gambling coups than in_ first-class 
racing. Whitney put up the money to re- 
build the track. acquire additional land, 
improve the barns. and landscape the 
grounds. Frank Thorp, writing in the //lus- 
strated Sporting News of July 25, 1903, 
said: 

“Natives of Saratoga regard William C. 
Whitney as a patron saint. He has scatter- 
ed his dollars far and wide. His purchases 
of property have been on a magnificent 
scale. His improvements at the race course 
will foot up a half million dollars, much 
of which has gone into the pockets of 
Saratoga residents. The towns-people bless 
the day W. C. Whitney first set foot in 
their compact little village.” 

When Whitney and his associates, prin- 
cipally Richard T, Wilson, took over Sara- 
toga. it was a one-mile track with narrow. 
sharp turns. They enlarged it to 1% 
miles. its present size. and built a new 
steeplechase course in the infield. 

Whitney was one of the original stock- 
holders and directors of the Westchester 
Racing Association. and when it became 
obvious that Morris Park no longer was 
a suitable site for a race track, Whitney 
and August Belmont took over the pro-

ject of creating a new track, Both men 
demanded high quality in all of their Turf 
enterprises, and it was because of their 
faresight and generosity that the West- 
chester Racing Association constructed 
America’s largest and best race track, 
Belmont Park. 


During the last 2 years of the 19th Cen- 
tury Whitney’s second wife died, he re- 
tired from politics, and he curtailed his 
business interests. Much of his new leisure 
was devoted to racing, but he also found 
more time to spend with his friends than 
ever before. Two of his closest associates 


were nature writer Alexander Gunn and 
Finley Peter Dunne, creator of the incisive 
“Mr. Dooley.” Gunn was a retiring man, 
whose temperament was quite different 
from that of Whitney, but the 2 men were 
close friends for a number of years. Prob- 
ably it was Gunn who interested him in 
conservation in the early 1900’s. Whitney 
purchased 11.000 acres at October Moun- 
tain. near Lenox, Mass., where he began 
the first systematic timber management 
program in the U. S., matching the num- 
ber of cuttings each year with new plant- 
ings. He bought 70.000 acres of forests 
and lakes in the Adirondacks and turned 
the area into a wild game refuge. 


Dunne’s lively interest in politics and 
his keen wit attracted Whitney to him 
immediately. Attesting their friendship in a 
bit of doggerel written by Dunne for a 
dinner given in honor of Whitney at 
Sherry’s in 1903: 


In Old New York there lives a man 
of very great renown, 

Who owns a palace in, and forty 
houses out of town; 

He owns the tunnels, owns the cabs, 


and owns the trolleys, too. 
And if you get run over, why, the only 
man to sue 
Is Mr. Whitney! 
Who was that that hit me? 
Pick me up and take me down to old 
Bellevue 
an’ Mr. Whitney will come and get me 
For I'M the only man that bet on Ballyhoo!

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On Thursday evening, January 18, 1904, 
Whitney attended a _ performance of 
Parsifal at the Metropolitan, but he left 
before the opera was completed because 
he was not feeling well. He complained to 
Thomas Regan, his personal secretary, 
that he felt poorly the following day, and 
on Saturday he was bedridden. A physician 
diagnosed the trouble as a ruptured ap- 
pendix. Whitney had had several attacks 
previously, 


An emergency operation was performed, 
but by Monday peritonitis lad developed. 
Blood poisoning became critical the fol- 
lowing day and another emergency oper- 
ation was undertaken, but Whitney died 
while it was in progress. on Tuesday after- 
noon, February 2, 1904. 

Harry Payne and Dorothy Whitney were 
with their father when he died. Payne, one 
of 2 children alienated by his second 
marriage, came to New York when he 
heard of the illness but did not arrive until 
after his father’s death. 

Whitney’s estate was appraised at 
$20.785,882 in personalty. mostly in 
stocks. and $2.120.400 in real estate. One- 
half of the estate was left to Harry Payne. 
who was named sole executor; three-tenths 
went to Dorothy; and one-tenth each to 
Payne and Pauline. 

The real estate appraisal was low. Whit- 
ney owned one of the most lavish town

houses in New York, at 871 Fifth Avenue. 
It was 4 stories high and had a wing 
containing the largest private ballroom in 
the city, 63 by 45 feet and 45 feet high. 
At the street entrance were 2 wrought-iron 
and bronze gates from the Doria Palace 
in Genoa, and the vestibule had a stone 
gateway from a Florentine palace. The 
grand hall’s floor was a mosaic of marble 
and grass. The furnishings were on a sim- 
ilar scale. including ceilings of Florentine 
carving, stained glass windows from 
France, paneling from a chateau of a field 
marshal in the armies of Louis XIV. and 
expensive paintings and tapestries. The 
house was sold to James Henry Smith for 
$1.600.000, and upon his death was re- 
purchased for the same price by Harry 
Payne Whitney. who made it his home 
until his death in 1930. The house was 
torn down in 1943. 


In addition to his magnificent New 
York home. Whitney had a 450-acre estate 
on Long Island, where he had his training 
stables. and a rambling mansion with the 
deceptive name of Joy Cottage at Aiken, 
S. C. Along with Thomas Hitchcock, Whit- 
ney was one of the developers of Aiken, 
and he was the first major Thoroughbred 
owner to winter his stable there. 


Most of the Whitney horses were leased 
for the 1904 racing season to Herman B. 
Twenty-two 


Duryea. others, including 


craft, was bought by W. C. 


Whitney for $60,000 from the Marcus Daly dispersal in 1901. He was a good 
runner, having won 16 of 21 races at 2 and 3, including the Great Eastern Hand- 
icap under 135 pounds, and he later sired many good campaigners for the 
Whitney family. After the elder Whitney’s death, his son, Harry Payne 
Whitney bought the horse, at auction on October 15, 1904, for a bid of $70,000. 
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ESTATE SOLD 


William Collins Whitney was a col- 
lector of country estates, a popular 
pastime with industrial magnates of 
the late 19th century. Whitney owned 
estates at Aiken and Newport, but his 
most lavish layout was an 800-acre plot 
near Old Westbury, Long Island. 

Purchased in 1898, the estate already 
was the talk of the Long Island “Gold 
Coast” before Whitney’s death in 1904. 
Here the first. steam-heated stables for 
race horses were built, along with one 
of the largest indoor training tracks. 
There were areas for hunting and fish- 
ing. numerous guest houses, and a lav- 
ish main residence. 

After Whitney’s death the property 
passed to one of his sons, Harry Payne 
Whitney, who built there one of Amer- 
ica’s finest polo fields, later adding a 
gymnasium to be used for polo practice 
in bad weather. Other additions during 
Harry Payne’s ownership included a 
new manor house, a 30-room French 
chateau built for his daughter, Flora 
Whitney, an indoor clay tennis court 
(with a glass roof), and an indoor 
swimming pool. 

After Harry Payne Whitney died in 
1930, the property passed to his widow, 
Mrs. Gertrude Vanderbilt Whitney, 
noted sculptor and art patron, and for 
the next 12 years the property was 
used primarily by H. P. Whitney’s son, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney, who in- 
herited 700 acres of the estate after 
Mrs. Whitney’s death in 1942. The 100 
remaining acres were divided between 
Flora Whitney and Barbara Whitney, 
now Mrs. Samuel A. Peck. 

C. V. Whitney made the estate more 
of a farm than it ever had been under 
either his grandfather or father. He 
developed one of the country’s out- 
standing Angus herds, but gradually the 
cattle were moved to the Lexington, 
Ky.. farm, which had been made the 
center of the Whitney horse interests 
a number of years before. 


Last week the final chapter in the 
Whitney estate was written when New 
York real estate developer Norman E. 
Blankman presented a check to C. V. 
Whitney for his share of the property. 
The amount was not revealed, although 
the New York Times reported the price 
was between 2- and 3-million dollars. 

The property probably will be sub- 
divided. Local zoning _ restrictions 
specify that residences in the area of 
the Whitney estate must be single- 
family dwellings on plots of not less 
than 2 acres each.

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Irish Lad, a 3-year-old colt of 1903, won the ‘ical Handicap in the colors of 
Harry P. Whitney and Herman Duryea. He was by *Candlemas—Arrowgrass. 


Leonidas. were put up for auction at Mor- 
ris Park on May 7. 1904, and brought 
$74.000. Leonidas. which went to E, E. 
Smathers, topped the sale at $16.000. Only 
others to reach $5,000 were Reliable 
($6.800) and Hippocrates ($6,200). 
Duryea enjoyed a great year with the 
Whitney horses in 1904. earning $200,107. 
a new American record. With the excep- 
tion of the good handicap horse Irish Lad. 
which accounted for $29,130. the stable’s 
runners all came from Whitney. Best of 
the lot were the great 2-year-old fillies 
Artful and Tanya. Artful, by Hamburg— 
Martha II, by *Dandie Dinmont. was sec- 
ond to stablemates in her first 2 starts. 
She shocked the Turf world in her third 
trip to the post by handing Sysonby the 


only defeat of his career. in the Futurity. 
It was one of the greatest fields in the 
history of the Futurity. including Tradi- 
tion (which finished second), Tanya. 
Oiseau. and Agile in addition to Sysonby. 
Artful completed her year with victories 
in the Great Filly Stakes and White Plains 
Handicap. In the latter race she carried 
top weight of 130 pounds and ran the 
6 furlongs on a straight course in 1:08. 
a world record. 


Tanya, daughter of *Meddler and the 
fine race mare Handspun. won 5 of her 6 
starts at 2 and was unplaced in the Fu- 
turity. She won the National Stallion. 
Spinaway. and Hopeful Stakes. 


The great success of the Whitney run-

W. C. Whitney’s best runner of 1903 was the 4-year-old filly Gunfire, which 
beat males in the Metropolitan Handicap, and was second in the Brooklyn. 
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ners in 1904 centered attention on the dis- 
persal of the stud. The sale was held at 
Madison Square Garden on the nights of 
October 11 and 12. Ninety-one head were 
disposed of for $463,650, average $5,095. 
The Thoroughbred Record of October 15, 
1904. described the beginning of the auc- 
tion: 

It was exactly 8:25 o’clock when Mr. William 
Easton, after making a few appropriate remarks 
introductory to the sale, ordered Hamburg to be 
brought into the sawdust ring at the Fourth 
Avenue end of the Garden. He looked in robust 
health, a magnificent specimen of horseflesh. 

“What will you give me, gentlemen?” 

There was a deathlike stillness for a moment, 
and the crowd looked in the direction of Harry 
Payne Whitney, who sat beside his racing partner, 
Herman B. Duryea. Mr. Whitney said, ‘$50,000.” 

$60,000,” cried Milton Young. 

$70,000," said Whitney. 

This was the last bid. 


Harry Payne Whitney purchased the 3 
highest-priced broodmares, Handspun 
($22,000), Endurance by Right ($16.000),. 
and Morningside ($15,000). He also 
bought 13 other mares, and the stallion 
*Sandringham, spending a total of $183.- 
900 for 18 head. 

The 14-year-old *Meddler went to Mat- 
tie Corbett for $51.000 after a bidding 
duel with James R. Keene. Keene got 2 
of the more expensive mares, *Ondulee 
and Snowy Corrie. paying $14,000 for 
each. The 5-year-old stallion Nasturtium 
went to Milton Young for $10,000, the 
same price paid by Fred Johnson for Blue 
Girl and by Sidney Paget for Yorkville 
Belle. 

Three days after the breeding stock 
sale. 15 race horses and 9 yearlings were 
sold at Morris Park to complete the break- 
up of the Whitney stud. The prices for 
the horses in training were low, and young 
Harry Payne Whitney got Artful for 
$10,000, Tanya for $7.000, Princess Ru- 
pert for $4,000. and Heart’s Desire for 
$4,000. One reason suggested for the low 
prices for Artful and Tanya, which had 
earned $57.805 and $52.875 respectively at 
2. was that they were considered sprinters, 
and the monetary opportunities for sprint- 
ing fillies in the early years of the century 
were almost nil after the 2-year-old sea- 
son. 

With the sale at Morris Park on October 
14, the break-up of the Whitney stud and 
stable was complete. The 4 auctions of 
1904 are summarized below:

Stud if all the yearlings of 1904 and 1905 
had been offered at auction. Most of these 
were purchased privately by Harry Payne 
Whitney. 


H. P. Whitney began to race horses 
under his own name in 1905. and for the 
next 2 decades he was the member of the 
family to perpetuate the name on_ the 
Turf. Payne Whitney always was inter- 
ested in racing. particularly ,steeple- 
chasing. but Greentree Stable did not be- 
come prominent until his wife entered the 
sport in the 1920's. 


In 1905 H. P. Whitney was 33 years old. 
and his business ability had not yet been 
tested, although he already had acquired 
a small fortune of his own through invest- 
ments in Daniel Guggenheim’s mining 
company. for which his father had supplied 
some of the original capital. At Yale 
Whitney had published a number of poems 
and served as an editor of the Yale Daily 
News. His father, who had many friends in 
journalism, had not looked upon this in- 
terest with favor, however, and Harry 
Payne went into business after graduation. 
Because of his father’s many interests and 
connections, he had directorships in a 
number of companies, including the Guar- 
anty Trust Company, Clearwater and Rac- 
quette Lake Railroad. New York Loan 
Improvement Company. Guggenheim Ex- 


poration Company. and the Western 
Mining Company. Whitney. of course, 
would not have held these positions after 
his father’s death had he not shown busi- 
ness acumen. By the time he died, he 
had tripled the fortune which he inherited. 

Whitney had displayed numerous other 
interests during the years between his 
graduation from Yale and his assumption 
of his father’s business affairs. He was an 
ardent yachting fan, and one of the first 
American sportsmen to take a great in- 
terest in polo, along with Thomas Hitch- 
ock and Foxhall Keene. 

From his early manhood Whitney served 
as a director of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company and of the Metropolitan Opera 
and Real Estate Company. continuing a 
tradition which had been started by his 
father. He was a donor to the Natural 
Museum of History. and his wife, the for- 
Gertrude Vanderbilt, whom he 
married in 1896. was a leading sculptor 
and a benefactor of the arts. 


mer 


Before he raced his first large stable in 
1905. Whitney had enjoyed racing success. 
In 1902 he had joined with Duryea to 
purchase the promising 2-year-old Irish 
Lad (*Candlemas—Arrowgrass, by En- 
quirer or Bramble) from John E. Mad- 
den. The $17.500 purchase price was re- 
paid a few weeks later when Irish Lad 
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won the Great Trial Stakes. At 3 the colt 
won the Saratoga Champion (beating 
Hermis and Heno). the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap (beating Gunfire and Heno), and the 
Broadway Stakes. 

Madden regarded his introduction of 
Whitney and Duryea to racing as one of 
his greatest contributions to the sport. “I 
developed 2 great Turfmen.” he said. “It 
was from their success with Irish Lad that 
they continued in the sport. They were 
exceptionally keen observers—learned the 
ropes quicker than any men I ever knew. 
Harry Payne Whitney has few, if any, 
equals in this line (selecting horses) .” 

In 1905, his first season with a full 
stable, Whitney’s earnings were $170,447, 
a larger sum than his father’s stable ever 
compiled, but about $30.000 less than the 
Whitney horses earned in 1904 in Duryea’s 
colors. The $170,447 was not enough to 
lift young Whitney to the top of the own- 
ers list, as James R. Keene. beginning a 
4-year reign, set a new record of $228,724. 

Whitney’s leading winners in 1905 were 
the 2-year-old Burgomaster and the 3- 
year-old fillies Artful and Tanya. One of 
Hamburg’s precocious 2-year-olds, out of 
Hurley Burley, Burgomaster was among 
the yearlings Harry Payne had obtained 
from his father’s estate. Despite his mam- 
moth size—he weighed 1.300 pounds— 
Burgomaster came to hand quickly. He 
was unplaced in his first start, then won 
the Great American Stakes on June 3 in 
his second effort. Security beat him in 
the Great Trial Stakes. then Burgomaster 
closed his season with 4 easy victories over 
the best of his division. He won the Flash, 
United States Hotel, and Matron Stakes 
and the Great Eastern Handicap. His 
stablemate Pegasus. second in the U. S. 
Hotel, was the only colt to finish within 2 
lengths of him during this string. Burgo- 
master carried top weight in all his wins. 
His most impressive performance was in 
the Great Eastern, which he won by 4 
lengths under 130 pounds, easily defeat- 
ing Whimsical (121) and Accountant 
(118). 

Artful raced only 3 times. all her starts 
being crammed into a 12-day period. On 
June 28 she won an allowance race, on 
July 3 she beat older horses in an over- 
night handicap, and on July 8 she cli- 
maxed her career by scoring an easy 2- 
length victory over the 4-year-olds Ort 
Wells and Beldame in the $25,000-added 
Brighton Handicap at 114 miles. 

Tanya’s campaign also was a short one. 
After finishing third on May 15, she took 
the Belmont Stakes, beating Blandy and 
Hot Shot. in her second race. then finished 
second to the great Sysonby in the Law- 
rence Realization. She ended her year by 
finishing fifth to the 6-year-old Caugh- 
nawaga in the 114-mile Saratoga Handi-

Whitney's earnings were down to 
$87,775 in 1906, still good enough to give 
him third place on the owners list. Except 
for Burgomaster’s unsoundness he might 
have led the list. The big colt began his 
3-year-old season by bowling over the 
opposition in the Carlton and Belmont 
Stakes, but he then developed leg trouble 
and never started again. Accountant, the 
second-best 3-year-old, went on to become 
the year’s leading money winner, picking 
up $83,570. 

Whitney had 4 other stakes winners of 
note the same year. Killaloe, a 2-year-old 
filly by Kilmarnock—Jinks, won the Great 
Filly Stakes, beating Court Dress; Brook- 
dale Nymph, a 3-year-old filly by *Med- 
dler—Castalia, took the Brighton Oaks; 
Perverse, a 3-year-old filly by *Meddler— 
Melba. won the Ladies and Mermaid 
Stakes; and Ironsides, a 3-year-old gelding 
by *Meddler—Hanoana, scored in the 
Hindoo Stakes and Jerome Handicap. 

In 1907 the Whitney fortunes improved, 
earnings of $137,694 placing the stable 
second to Keene, who set another record 
of $397,342. The big winners were Sta- 
mina, a 2-year-old filly by Nasturtium— 
Endurance by Right; Dinna Ken, a 3-year- 
old gelding by Yankee—Forget; and 
Baby Wolf, a 3-year-old gelding by Ham- 
burg—Geisha. 

Stamina was the best filly of her crop, 
taking the second half of the Double Event, 
in which she beat Chapultepec and King 
James. and the Brighton Produce and Ma- 
tron Stakes. Dinna Ken and Baby Wolf 
were among the better 3-year-olds. The 
former won the Carlton Stakes and Law- 
rence Realization, and Baby Wolf took 
the Swift Stakes and the Flying. Manhat- 
tan, and Richmond Handicaps. 

In addition. Whitney owned the best 
maiden of the year, Bar None, a 2-year- 
old Nasturtium colt which spent the sea- 
son chasing James R. Keene’s great team 
of Colin and Celt. Bar None was second 
in the National Stallion and Futurity 
Stakes, third in the Great American, 
Brighton Junior, Hopeful. and Flatbush 
Stakes. 

Only top-class runner in the stable in 
1908 was Stamina, which won the Gazelle. 
Ladies. Hunter, and Mermaid Stakes, 
and was the best of her age and sex. The 
stable had several minor stakes winners. 
including Sea Cliff, Perseus, Blackford. 
Royal Tourist, Baby Wolf, and Delirium. 
Racing in New York. always home base 
for the Whitney stable. was beginning to 
decline under repressive legislation, al- 
though the ax did not fall until 1910. 
Whitney decided to send most of his stable 
to England, and in the fall of 1908 A. J. 
Joyner sailed for London with the first 
draft of Whitney horses.

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PET BULLY 


PET BULLY was one of the top race horses of his time and 
was winner of $365,702. His first crop started racing in 1958 
and it was a winning first crop. From 16 foals, 13 are winners, 
of which two have won stakes. There was Kit’s Pet, winner of 
her first start and winner of the Rancocas Stakes. Another 
was shipped to Puerto Rico where it won the richest 2-year-old 
stakes of the year. It was Mariposa II. In addition there was 
Pupnick which won at Arlington Park by seven lengths in 1:10. 
Over at Belmont Top Sarge won two allowance races. This year 
Skean Dhu and Blue Bully have won four races each while 
Bully’s Kin has won twe allowances at Delaware. Run Bully 
has accounted for five races in New York this year. The Pet 
Bullys are runners. This year five of his 2-year-old winners 
have won. The Pet Bullys not only look like runners .. . 
(their yearling sale average is $9,000) ... they are runners.
